that inflation is not only depleting purchas­ 


ing power of the current dollar, but is less­ 


ening the value of their savings against old 


age and retirement. Fiscal experts say in­ 


flation will spiral* in proportion to the in­ 
crease in defense spending. 


Expenditures for the current fiscal year 
a re expected to total $10,000,000,000 more 
than total revenue provided bv the new tax 
bill, which imposes higher taxes than those 
of World W ar II. The deficit m ay be som e­ 
what sm aller if higher employment auto­ 
m atically creates higher tax receipts. 


To avoid as much as possible the effects 
upon savings of inflation many are invest­ 
ing in real estate, particularly farm s. Com ­ 
mon stocks in m ajor corporations are also 
rising because of this demand, such invest­ 
m ents are regarded up desirable because 
they are based upon tangibles. 


There seem s to be no end 
to the new 
techniques which the Soviet countries em ­ 
ploy to keep the United States in turmoil. 
Strikes in Am erican industries

Communist unions participate are exam p ­ 
les of disturbance by remote control. 
The mainline for such activity is not 
from the Am erican Communist P arty but 
from a network of embassies and consu­ 
lates out of which they operate under dip­ 
lomatic immunity.

They seek assignments to 
some official foreign agency and thus con­ 
ceal themselves under the dip I o rn a t i c 
cloak of immunity. To further avert suspi­ 
cion, a highranking espionage agent m ay | 
very well be employed as a clerk or in j 
some minor capacity in a foreign establish-1 
ment. However, when he speaks, t h o s e 
with higher-sounding titles follow his 
or- . 
ders without question.” 


The M cCarran committee reports: 
“ The chief of the investigation section of 
the Immigration and Naturalization Serv­ 
ice testified that he had no doubt in 
his 
mind that the control and direction of the 
Communist apparatus in the United States 
is centered in aliens who are in the con­ 
sulates, em bassies, and 
international or­ 
ganizations in the United States.’*

M. Linard of Bellaire, state central 
committeewoman from t h e 18th 
district, r e l a t e her experiences 
v.hile living in England for three 
months last Summer, when she 
sjMike before Pickaway County Wo­ 
m an’s Republican Club in St. Phil­ 
ip’s Episcopal church parish house, 
Monday afternoon, following a cov­ 
ered dish luncheon. 
Mrs. Linard said, ‘‘Each person 
in England is allowed eight ounces 
meat tier week. We were required 
to register for ration stamps and 
books and these were attached to 
our passports. Then we had to 
register these with a grocer and 
meat market and could buy only 
rationed food from the one place 
where we had registered.” 
Continuing she told: “ We could 
not buy American cigarets or ny­ 
lons at all: no napkins were ever 
used except in the most exclusive 
hotels because of the e x t r e m e 
paper shortage and lack of laundry 
facilities. 
The courage of the English wo­ 
man is most commendable, but she 
is far from being well dressed, uh 
very few of them have any money. 
, One that would make $100,000 could 
only retain, $10,000 and most ail 
large estates are open to the pub­ 
lic for a fee. It is our own Ameri­ 
can dollar that has helped to keep 
the Socialistic government in pow­ 
er,” she declared. A laborer in 
England gets an average wage of 
ten pounds per week which is $28 
in American money.” sh* added. 
In touching on the farm situation 
Mrs. Linard said, ‘‘Farmers are 
given a quota they must raise, and 
if that quota is not met, the gov­ 
ernment has the authority to take 
over the farm .” 
In conclusion Mrs. Linard said, 
“ Its allright when you give away 
something that belongs to some one 
else.

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SOLDIERS GET PROMISES 
Hnks Kill Two 
Little Business 
Anna Rosenberg On Tour 
U.S. Civilians 


Of Korean Front Lines 


IN KOREA, Oct. 27—Anna Ros­ 
enberg, dynamic assistant secre­ 
tary of defense flew to the for­ 
ward battle area in North Korea 
and promised the GIs that most 
combat troops will not 
have to 
spend a second bitter Korean Win­ 
ter on the frontlines. 
The Defense Department man­ 
power chief said that “ practical­ 
ly all men who saw combat last 
Winter will he home before this 
coming Winter.” She added: 
“The solders are returning to the 
States just as fast as we can get 
men over here to replace them. 
And I’m trying my best to get re­ 
placements.” 
Mrs. Rosenberg said the only 


men who may have to spend a sec­ 
ond Winter in Korea might be 
“some technical personnel hard to 
replace ” 
In a talk with newsmen at a for­ 
ward division airstrip, Mrs. Rosen­ 
berg said that all reserve officers 
called involuntarily back into serv­ 
ice w ill be released “ in seventeen 
months as the law requires.” 


MANILA. Oct. 27—Two American 
civilians were ambushed and killed 
by revolutionary Huks Thursday as 
they were en route from Manila to 
the Olongapo naval base.

Smaller Supply 
Of Feed Grain 
Due Next Year 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 27-The Ag­ 
riculture Department p r e d i c t s 
smaller supplies of feed grains at 
higher prices in the coming year. 
But department economists say 
that supplies of feed concentrates 
will be large enough to accom'Klate 
further increases in grain consum­ 
ing livestock during 1932 
Such a gain will be possible only 
because of the sizable stocks of 
feed grains on hand at the start of 
the new' feeding season. 
Livestock men have made tre­ 
mendous gains in cattle output this 
year, and officials believe 1951 will 
close with the largest cattle inven­ 
tories in history. 
These inventories have been built 
up quickly as cattle slaughter totals 
registered sharp declines. Mean­ 
while pork production has reached 
near-record totals. 
But what will happen in 1952 
Department economists think the 
present uptrend in livestock will not 
be seriously affected by feed grain 
shortages next year. 
That is because farmers will be 
able to make use of present re­ 
serves. 
But the department warns that 
this advance can continue in future 
years only if annual production of 
feed grains increases substantially.

Navy Attention 


BELLEFONTAINE, Oct. 27 — A 
Bellefontaine industrialist has de­ 
veloped the world’s first mechani­ 
cal means of determining an exact 
geographical position on the face of 
the earth. 
Named the Zerbee Celestial Fix 
Finder, the navigation instrument 
is to be produced for the Navy un­ 
der security regulations. The find­ 
er is the invention of Louis J. Zer­ 
bee. senior partner of the Zerbee* 
Hilliker Co. 
The finder started as a hobby 
with Zerbee who worked out its 


principles while boating in the Gulf 
of Mexico. He spent IO years per­ 
fecting the instrument. 
The device will fit a 
portable 
case nine inches square and 12 
inches high. The user must also em­ 
ploy sextant, timepiece and alm a­ 
nac, but actual operation requires 
only a few hours training. 
The complicated appearance of 
the instrument is due 
mainly to 
eight separate m a n u a l controls 
mounted at various odd angles. 
The device itself has the appear­ 
ance of two dinner plates slotted 
together and balanced in the mid­ 
dle of a third plate. 
The finder was said to be cap­ 
able of determining a position as 
accurately as mathematical com­ 
putation and almost as swiftly as 
by electronic apparatus.
